Rome—OP)—Premier Mussolini, on 


the eve of the eighth anniversary 
of the Fascist march on Rome, to- 
day told the federal directors of Italy 
that indirect war-preparation for 
military war—was constantly being 
made on the kingdom .

"To kill Fascists, is not this an 


tot of hostility? To 
defame the 


regime and damage it in credit, is 
not this an act of war?

"What happened after the execu- 


tions at Triest? Is not that proof 
that war against the Fascist regime 
is a fact-moral war now but prepara- 
tory of military war?" 


(This refers to the execution of a

Demonstrations against Fascist Italy 
followed in Jugoslavia). 


The duce then charged that many 


false rumors were being circulated 
about the Fascist regime."

Washington—Wisconsin was one 


of only eight states which had fewer 
deaths from 
atuomobile accidents 


(exclusive of collisions with railroad 
trains and street cars) in 1929 than 
in 1928. 


Last year 715 people died in Wis- 


consin as a result of automobile ac- 
cidents, of whom 612 died as a result 
of accidents other than collisions 
with railroad trains and street cars. 
In 1928, there were 620 deaths from 
automobile accidents in which rail- 
roads and street cars were not' con- 
cerned and in 1927 there were 511 
such deaths. 


Eighty-two -persons died in" the 


state last year as a result of collis- 
ions between automobiles and rail- 
road trains, as against 65 in 1928 
and 34 in 1927, and 21 died as a re- 
sult of collisions between automo- 
biles and street cars m 1929 as 
against 13 in 1928 and 13 in 1927. 


The Wisconsin death rate from all 


automobile accidents, was also lower 
than that of the country as a whole- 
being 24.6 deaths per 100,000 persons 
in Wisconsin and 25.4 in the regis- 
tration area of the country.

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TWO BAD MEN 


(Two notorious "bad men" were ov- 


-ertaken by the traditional fate of bad 
'-men recently; and a comparison of the 
men and their careers is exceedingly 
"eloquent as a commentary on the trend 
of American civilization. One of these 
'men was Jake Fleagle, shot down in 
a small Missouri town after having 
"been hunted for more than two years 
_for a Colorado bank robbery. Three 
of Fleagle's buddies were hanged for 
the crime, and Fleagle himself es- 
caped hanging only by dying from the 
effect of his wound. The other man 
^was Jack Diamond, known as "Legs," 
.who was shot down in a New York 
hotel suite by some of his professional 
rivals.- Diamond had one of the most 
extensive police records known to man. 
"He had "been -suspected of too many 
crimes for any mortal" to remember. He 


swas supposed to be-a sort of king in 
-New York's underworld.

-laws; Diamond's was of the Dion O'-

„ was suppose^ to~be the heir of Arnold 
f Uothstein, who ruled New York's un-

stein was never bothered by the police,

a gunman, a crooked gambler and half

killed the police were positively era- 
tarrassed in their investigation of his 
murder and his passing. Right now

THE REASON FOR CRIME 


The case here referred to- happened 


in Chicago, but might have happened 
in almost any other American city. 
Read this shameful record of procras- 
tinating, justice. On Jan. 18, 1929, six 
men armed with shotguns and revol- 
vers robbed a bank, killed a watchman, 
wounded two cashiers, endangered 
many other lives and escaped with 
$800. They were all captured two days 
later. They confessed to this and 60 
other robberies. They were indicted 
for murder Jan. 23 and tried three 
months later. Three of them were sen- 
tenced to death and three to life impri- 
sonment. 


So far, so good—though a little slow- 


er than Canada would have handled the 
business. Then what happened? To 
quote from a summary published the 
other day ,by the Chicago and Cook 
County Bankers' association: "Five 
stays were granted during the summer 
to permit the state supreme court to 
pass on the case. A bill of objections 
was delivered to the supreme court on 
July 16, 1929. It was not until eight 
months later that the court finally act- 
ed and 'affirmed the death sentence. 
Despite this delay, the supreme court 
one month later complicated and de- 
layed the case by^ allowing a rehearing. 
Four months? later, in July,-1930, the 
judgment and action of the lower court 
was affirmed for the. second time by 
the supreme court." 


Thus a year was lost. Then came a 


writ of habeas corpus. When" it was 
denied petitions were -filed alleging 
that the defendants had becomelnsane. 
Separate hearings followed before jur- 
ies which pronounced the prisoners 
sane. There was a hearing before the 
state pardon board, which refused 
clemency. Many dates were set for 
execution, and a score of stays were 
granted, the last of them on Sept. 5th 
effective until Oct. 3, to allow the par- 
don board to give the criminals^a sec- 
ond .hearing on a plea for clemency. 
'TmVis the way criminal justice is ad-~ 
ministered in a typical American city 
and state. And then we wonder why 
we have so much crime.

Painters from the United States and 


France have carried_off_ most, of the 
prizes in the current International Ex- 
hibition of Modern' Painting at "Carne- 
gie Institute in Pittsburgh. There are 
429 /paintings- in the show, more than 
one-fourth of which are by American 
artists. Fifteen nations are represented. 
More will be heard of this show as the 
winter goes on.

ROOSEVELT'S BIRTH 


On Oct. 27, 1858, Theodore Roosevelt, 26th 


president of the "United States, was born in New 
York City of a distinguished family of Dutch 
origin. 


He graduated from Harvard College at 22 and 


launched his political career a year later when 
he was elected to the New York* legislature, of 
which, he was the youngest member. 


He continued thereafter in public life, serving 


on the TJ. S. Civil Service Commission, as head 
of the New York City police department and as 
assistant secretary of the navy. He resigned the 
latter post to .organize the Rough Riders, a vol- 
unteer unit which did remarkable fighting in the 
Spanish-American War. 


Alter he had served as governor of New York, 


Roosevelt was elected vice president and suc- 
ceeded to the presidency on the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley. At the close of the term, he was 
reelected. 


For bringing about the treaty of peace be- 


tween Russia and Japan in 1905 Roosevelt was 
awarded the Nobel peace prize. In 1910, after he 
had led a big game hunting expedition to East 
Africa, Jhe returned through Europe, receiving 
numerous honors. In 1312 he was presidential 
candidate of the Progressive party, which he or- 
ganized. He died in 1919.

IT IS TOUGH ON THE KIDS. 
There is no doubt, said Dr. Hutchi- 


son, the English child specialist, at 
the Winnipeg meeting of the British 
Medical association, that parental 
over-anxiety about health is increas- 
ing. The rearing of an infant today 
seems 
to call for the combined 


knowledge of a chemist, a psycholo- 
gist and a public officer of health. 


That's good. I couldn't put it better 


myself, unless I might add a trained 
nurse to the staff. Formerly a mathe- 
matician was essential for computing 
the percentages of protein, fat-and 
carbohydrate and the calories, but 
since vitamins cams into general use 
we have practically given up logari- 
thms in infant feeding. 


Then Dr. Hutchison raised his 


voice 'a bit to cover the grinding of 
teeth and the noisy nasal breathing 
in many parts of the hall, and went 
on: "As so many parents nowadays 
have all their eggs in one basket, or 
perhaps two baskets, they naturally 
tend to fuss over the basket to a 
morbid extent." 
„„ 


Here recently when I referred to" 


the egg, in an article intended to en- 
courage sensible folk to have their 
babies at home and at a reasonable 
expense, some people professed to 
be frightfully shocked. 


Dr. Hutchis'on went on to relieve 


his chest of some pithy 
remarks 


about the amateur mother who gets 
a book on child psychology, and. ex- 
periments on the tender mind of her 
infant- There is even a hook on ex- 
ercies for infants, of five months, he 
declared. I have not seen this one, 
but I do not doubt it exists, or we 
shall soon have such, a book in Am- 
erica, now that Dr. Hutchison has 
suggested it. We have here the most 
amazing- list of alleged health books 
imaginable, and most of them pick 
on the kids. No baby doctor can hope 
to achieve any distinction in .America 
until he has published at least one 
popular book about the care or feed- 
ing of kids. I think Old Doctor Holt 
started this away back when Dr. 
Holt was the only infant specialist 
in the country. Holt's guidebook has 
been -used by millions of amateur 
mothers. This has probably led other 
specialists to dream of achieving 
similar fame. But of course that is 
no longer possible. Baby specialists 
are now so common that they almost 
obscure plain family physicians from 
public view. 


Dr. Hutchison, I am pleased to re- 


port, threw a large bucket of cold 
•water on the so-called Infant Wel- 
fare stations run by overzealous pub- 
lic health departments. Aside from 
the fast that certain people find 
these Infant Welfare stations -r 
Well Baby Clinics, as they are some- 
times called, a. fine scheme whereby 
they manage to tret free of cost cer- 
tain medical services for -which they 
could and should pay like honest 
citizens, I agree -with Dr. Hutchison 


such practice of medicine by the 
nominal public health 
officers is 


justified. Taxpayers -with the- real 
welfare of the community at «cart 
may well protest asainst supportint: 
such socialistic experiments. Were at 
not for these diversions perhaps our 
nominal public health officers could 
accomplaJn more in tho prevention 
of <3isease- 


Kinally, blend my somewhat shrill 


tenor voice with Dr. Hutchison's fine 
baritone as he. -utters this counsel: 


"Do not •worry too much about 


the health of your children. Give 
them happy homes, -srlth the 
companionship of other children 
and plenty of simple Ib&d; <3o not 
take too much notice of them, 
send them early to bed and leave 
the rest to chance."

Unemployment 


•was most acute in saw jnills and 
planing mill, 37 identical employers 
reducing total employment 35.7 per 
cent and aggregate weekly pay rolls 
41 per cent between September, 1929 
and September, 1930. 


The automobile industry, based on 
reports from 10 employers, reduced 
total employment 32.9 per cent and 
aggregate weekly payrolls 44.5 per 
cent during the period. 


Statistics gathered by the commis- 


sion show large variations from in- 
dustry to industry in the relative 
number of persons employed during 
September, 1930 as compared with 
the number employed in. September, 
1929. 


"Changes in total pay rolls are 


much more pronounced than changes 
in total employment because a ma- 
jority of the larger employers have 
undertaken vto afford some employ- 
ment to as many workers as possible 
by adopting schedules of short hours 
per day and per week for factory op- 
erations," the commission said.

wards are best. 


"Seventy per cent of these college 


women are in the employ of educa- 
tional, social or welfare organiza- 
tions. Why? -It Is because college 
women can afford to overlook ques- 
tions of earnings? Are the inherent 
satisfactions of the. work itself more 
important to her than financial re- 
turns? May it be that teaching and 
welfare work seem to college women 
more socially approved ways of 
earning a livelihood? 


"If allowance is made for differ- 


ences in age and experience, single 
women earn most and married wo- 
wen least, while somewhere in be- 
tween fall the earnings of widows 
and -women who are divorced or 
separated from their husbands. 


"It would be hazardous indeed to 


venture any conclusions from this 
analysis as to relative effectiveness 
of single ant- married women -work- 
ers. To what extent the relatively 
low earnings of married women, are 
due to lack of incentive or divided 
allegiance to home and job, or to 
a more limited range in occupational 
opportunity it Is impossible to say 
at this time. 


"Earnings increase with age up^to 


50, vary but little between 50 and 
GO, and decline thereafter, 


"The -value of business or com- 


mercial college training; measured 
in earnings, seems to vary inversely 
with amount of previous education. 
Women -with only grade school edu- 
cation benefit most from it, -while 
•with 
minor 
exceptions, 
college 


graduates who have had business 
college training earn less than the 
total group of college women. 


"There is some evidence that wo- 


men -who have worked for two or 
more different 
employers during 


their first 10 to 15 working years 
have profited by the change, al- 
though in the long run women who 
have remained longest with their 
present employers have higher earn- 
ings than those who have made a 
change."

CONVICTED OF CONTEMPT

quently has been in the public" eye 
here. Last week the Federal Radio 
commission granted the church .sta- 
tion a 30-day permit pending an In- 
vestigation on whether It shall he 
permitted to operate permanently. 


Long1 active in state and city poli- 


tics, Shuler has been cited for -con- 
tempt of court on several occasions 
and1 twice was convicted, once pay- 
ing a £75 fine and again serving 
15 days of a 20-day jail term and 
paying a fine of $100. 


The 20-day sentence grew out of 


Shuler's criticisms of superior -court 
judges and the county grand jury 
during the revival of the Julian Pe- 
troleum corporation collapse inves- 
tigations. After serving 15 days of 
the sentence he obtained his freedom 
with a habeas corpus writ pending 
an appeal. The state supreme court 
upheld the contempt sentence on 
five counts but dismissed a sfacth 
count, relieving him of serving the 
remaining five days of the 20-day 
sentence.

while, president at the manslaughter 
trial of Mrs. Lois Pantagres, wife of 
Alexander Pantages, theatrical mag- 
nate, by predicting ths jury would 
disagree.

BROOGHTTO HALT 


No Change in Reserves Re- 


ported Last Week 
That Country

Reichstag and bringing on the elec- 
tions at which the national social- 
ists made such astonishing gains. 


BUDGET BALANCED 


"With Germany's budget balanced, 


her credit position will.be more ac- 
ceptable to foreign lenders than it 
has been in several years^ There are 
indications now that the recommen- 
dations made in all of the reports of 
S. Parker Gilbert, when 
he 
was 


agent general for reparations, are 
to he put into effect. 


It is expected that a considerable 


part of the gold which flowed out 
of Germany into France will return 
before the end of this year.

Farmers Complain

group i look with interest on the 
stand of the American country life 
conference at the "Wisconsin college 
of agriculture for "a surfaced road to 
every farmer's gate." 


The Amerlan farm bureau federa- 


tion, which long hag had a "farm to 
market road" committee, says the 
inadequate condition of local roads 
handicaps the rural population both 
socially and commercially. 


It was found at the conference 


that of 3,000,000 miles of roads In 
this country only 300,000 miles, or 
10 percent, are sel apart as state and 
federal highways. The remaining 90 
percent are- local roads. 


While some 'have been given an 


all-weather'surface, not less than 
80 percent of the farmers still re- 
side on dirt roads which, even in the 
best farming communities, are often 
virtually impassable to motor traffic 
on account of mud and snow. 


State and federal 
governments 


are expending about $750,000,000 a 
year on their 10 percent of 
the 


roads, and the local communities 
about an equal amount on the* re- 
maining 90 percent.

Madison — Every person should 


drink about eight glasses of water 
a day. That may seem like a lot 
of water but the State Medical So- 
ciety declares that in addition to the 
proper foods, there is a lot of health 
to be gained by drinking plenty of 
water to supply the system. 


"The normal diet may be extremely 


varied annd may suit almost any 
taste," declares 
the 
Educational 


Committee of the State Medical So- 
ciety In a Bulletin issued today. 


"There should be some meat, some 


butter, the equivalent of a quart of 
milk, an uncooked salad and some 
cooked vegetable with green color 
taken every day. The water intake 
should be riot less than eight glasses. 
Deviations from these rules may be 
necessary in certain types of disease 
and, of course, no rules on the treat- 
ment of disease can possibly be given 
in such a discussion. The advise of 
a physician must always be secured 


before making any radical change In 
diet. 


"The number of foods which the 


human race can eat 
with both 


pleasure and profit seems almost un- 
limited. Careful study of these foods 
by chemical means reveals the fact 
that the essential principles in the 
foods are much fewer in number. If 
these essentials are- still 
further 


studied we find that they can be 
grouped under the following seven 
headings: 


"1. The proteins, as illustrated 


especially in meat, cottage cheese 
and the white of the egg. 


"2. The fats, which Include the 


oils. 


"3. The carbohydrates, which In- 


clude all the sugars and starch. 


"4. The minerals, of which table 


salt is the commonest example. 


"5. The vitamins, which have not 


yet been prepared in pure form. 


"6. Water. 
"7. Oxygen, which, constitutes 


about one-fifth of the air we breatq 
The supply of water and oxygenf 
almost never limited unless volu 
tarlly. These are, however, strict 
foods. The other five merit slight 
greater attention to Insure an ad| 
quate supply."
